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MEMORANDA. 
MARCH QUARTER, 1926. 


Population of New South Wales.—The population of the State of New 
South Wales on 31st December, 1925, was: males, 1,172,470; females, 
1,127,611; total, 2,300,081. The increase since 31st December, 1924, 
was 43,991, and since the census in April, 1921, 198,113. : 


Vital Statisties—March Quarter, 1926.—New South Wales.—The births 
registered in March quarter 1926 numbered 13,354, equivalent to an 
annual rate of 23-46 per 1,000 of population: and the deaths, 5,103, 
which is equivalent to 8-97 per 1,000 of population. The annual 
rate per 1,000 population of the 4,525 marriages registered was 7-95, 
Compared with the average of the March quarter of the pre- 
ceding five years the birth-rate was 5 per cent., and the marriage-rate 
1 per cent. lower, while the death-rate was 3 per per cent. higher. 


Sydney and Suburbs.—The births registered in March quarter, 1926, 
numbered 5,314, equivalent to a rate of 20-45 per 1,000 of population 
per annum; of the total, 2,784 were males and 2,530 females. The 
rate is 9 per cent. below the average of March quarter of the 
previous five years. 


The deaths in March quarter, 1926, numbered 2,216, namely, 1,189 
males and 1,027 females. The mortality rate of 8-53 per 1,000 of 
population per annum is 0-4 per cent. below the quinquennial rate for 
the March quarter. The deaths were below the average in age 
groups up to 5 years, but exceeded the average at and above that age. 

The infantile mortality (deaths under 1 year) was 60-4 per 1,000 
births, and is 6 per cent. below the average for the March quarter 
of the previous five years. 

Trade of New South Wales.—Imporis—The Oversea Impoxts into New 
South Wales during the March quarter, 1926, were valued at 
£16,419,504, and showed a decrease in value of £3,675,862 in comparison 
with the corresponding quarter of the previous year. Separating 
merchandise from gold (bullion and specie), the imports of merchandise 
increased by £799,431, and gold decreased by £4,475,293. The total of all 
over-sea imports for the year ended 30th June, 1925, was £66,321,747, 
an increase of £8,096,707 in comparison with the previous financial year. 


Lxports.—-The Oversea Exports from New South Wales during the 
March quarter, 1926, amounted to £14,197,994, being a decrease in 
value of £5,975,271 as compared with the corresponding quarter of the 
previous year. Separating merchandise from gold (bullion and specie), 
the exports of merchandise decreased by £6,115,667, and gold increased 
by £140,396. For the year ended 30th June, 1925, the total of all 
oversea exports was £60,577,205, being an increase of £17,430,059 
compared with the figures of the previous financial year. 

Imports at Sydney._Excluding imports from ports of New South Wales, 
the imports (Oversea and Interstate) at Sydney in March quarter, 
1926, were valued at £21,306,078. The following is a summary of the 
imports and transhipments :—

During the nine months ended 31st March, 1926, the Oversea Imports 
at the port of Sydney were valued at £47,068,745, and the Interstate 
Imports by sea at Sydney were £16,225,771. Fer the same period the 
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tonnages of the goods imported were as follows :—Oversea, 1,243,897 $ 
Interstate, 521,062) State, 1,275,614: Total, 3,040,573 tons; and the 
transhipments—Oversea, 141,456; Interstate, 89,861; State, 38,001 : 
Total, 269,318 tons. 


Public Finances—Consolidated Revenue Accounts.—The preliminary state- 
ments of the Public Accounts show that the State revenue for the 
March quarter, 1926, was £8,495,996, being a decrease of £1,029,066 
as compared with March quarter, 1925, 


- Principal increases of revenue during the nine months ended 31st 
March, 1926, over the corresponding period of the previous year were: 
ncome Tax, £430,336 ; Railways, £405,732 ; Tramways, £82,229; 
Land Revenue, £52,679. Principal decreases were: Metropolitan 
Water and Sewerage Rates, £1,694,416; Motor Vehicle Tax, 
£291,082 ; Stamp and Probate Duties, £111,905; Licenses, £103,866. 


The State expenditure during March quarter, 1926, was £10,478,610, 
an increase of £720,863 as compared with March quarter of previous 
year. 


Loan Expenditure.—The following table shows the net Loan Expenditure 
during the years ended 30th June, 1924 and 1925, and the nine 
months ended 31st March, 1925 and 1926 :—

Trading Banks.—The banking returns for March quarter, 1926, in com- 
parison with the December quarter, 1925, show an increase in deposits, 
including Commonwealth Savings Bank deposits, of £2,167,192, and the 
deposits were £18,451,448 more than in March quarter, 1925, 


Advances in March quarter, 1926, were £397,144 less than in 
December quarter, 1925, and £16,353,155 more than in March 
quarter, 1925.

Gold Production.—The gold yield during March quarter, 1926, was 
4,201 oz. crude, equal to 3,877 oz. fine, valued at £16,468, and showed 
a decrease of £10,757 in value compared with March quarter, 1925. 
The gold produced during the year ended 31st December, 1925, 
amounted to 21,878 oz. crude, equal to 19,422 oz. fine, valued at 
£82,498. 


Land Selections.—In the nine months ended 27th March, 1926, there were 
770 applications for 553,456 acres for original holdings under the 
Crown Lands Acts, Closer Settlement Acts, and Returned Soldiers 
Settlement Act; and 318,151 acres, representing 907 blocks, were 
set apart for original holdings, which include areas for returned 
soldiers. During the year ended 30th June, 1925, the number of 
applications for original holdings was 1,245 and the area applied for 
1,944,661 acres. The lands set apart for original holdings in the 
year were 975,311 acres, representing 1,290 blocks. 


Retail Prices, Sydney.—From the information collected as to average 
retail prices of food and groceries in Sydney it appears that during 
March, 1926, the pricesof meat were 384 per cent. higher than in 
July, 1914; other food and groceries were 733 per cent. higher; and 
the prices for the two combined were 63 per cent. higher. 


The general level of prices showed an increase of 43 per cent. com— 
pared with the previous month (February). Prices of meat were 
% per cent. dearer than in February, and other food and groceries 
were 6 per cent. dearer. Milk, butter, cheese, eggs, potatoes and 
onions were dearer, flour and oatmeal slightly cheaper. 


Compared with the corresponding month (March) of 1925, meat 
was 3 per cent. cheaper; other food and groceries were 124 per cent. 
dearer; and the two combined were 8 per cent. dearer. 

The commodities for which the price levels are computed are those 
in every-day consumption. 


Wholesale Prices.— During the March quarter, 1926, there was an increase 
of 1 per cent. in the general level of wholesale prices, which is now 31 
per cent. lower than the highest point reached in July, 1920.

index number of agricultural produce, and 16 per cent. in dairy 
produce while meat decreased by 6 per cent: and chemicals by 3 per 
cent. 


Of the 100 commodities used in forming the index numbers, 57 
commodities remained unchanged during the March quarter, 20 
increased, and 23 became cheaper. 


New Buildings.—Metropolis.—According to returns supplied by the 
several Town Clerks, the number of new buildings erected in the 
Metropolis during the quarter ended 31st March, 1926, numbered 
2,629, as compared with 2,549 during the quarter ended 31st March, 
1925. The suburbs in which the greatest activity was evident were 
Canterbury (with 338 new buildings), Randwick (with 351), and 
Waverley (with 207). 

Country Municipalities—During the quarter ended 31st March, 
1926, permission was granted in country Municipalities to erect 
1,826 new buildings, of the value of £1,138,251, as compared with 
1,740 of a value of £966,241 during the quarter ended 31st March, 
1925. 


Meteorolozy.— Harly in January extensive rains occurred, some very heavy 
falls being recorded along the northern border of New South Wales and 
on the South Coast. A severe storm in the vicinity of Junee caused 
local floods and the interruption of the southern railway service. 

Heavy hailstorms occurred at Sydney on 7th January, and rain on 
the 19th flooded low-lying areas in the suburbs, and caused tramway 
derailments. A cyclonic storm struck Bathurst on 13th January, and 
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did much damage. A violent windsturm at Moree on 18th was respon- 
sible for a fatality. Hail, wind, and rain occasioned much damage at 
Kempsey, and at Eccleston houses were flooded. At Tamworth on 28th 
there was a storm of unusual violence. 


Severe heat was experienced during the month, and there were bush 
fires in many parts. 


Snow was reported at Kiandra on 8th. The monthly rainfall at 
Sydney was 353 points ; the highest shade temperature 103-9 degrees, 
and lowest 58:0, 


February was a very hot, dry month, and the shortage of rain became 
acute. Disastrous bush fires broke out, particularly in the Southern and 
Eastern Districts, causing losses in pastures, fences, dwellings, and live 
stock. There were a few heavy rainfalls, two being recorded on 24th— 
at Nambucca Heads and Kempsey. Practically no rain fell in the 
Western and Riverina Divisions. Temperatures were in general very 
high. At Sydney the month was, with one exception (January, 1896), 
the hottest on record. 

The highest reading in February was 107-8, on the 8th. This tem- 
perature was exceeded only once—namely, on 13th January, 1896). 

The hot dry weather of February continued in the first half of March ; 
but between the 15th and 25th widespread and heavy rains occurred. 
The water shortage was completely dispelled, and winter feed assured. 
Many districts experienced floods, those in the basins of the Hunter, 
Macquarie, and Castlereagh Rivers being the most severe for many 
years. The total rain for the month was above normal, except on the 
northern parts of the Northern Tablelands, the North-Western Slopes 
and Plains ; also parts of the North Coast, and at Wentworth. Between 
the 24th and 25th rough weather along the coast, with southerly gales, 
hampered shipping. The highest temperature at Sydney was 160-4 
degrees, on 10th March. 


Labour Conditions in March Quarter, 1926.—The following particulars in 
regard to employment and industrial dislocations have been taken 
from reports of the Department of Labour and Industry :— 


Employment.—The Director of the State Labour Exchanges reports 
that at the end of March there were about 3,000 persons out of 
work in the metropolitan district, and about 2,500 in the country 
districts. The persons affected by unemployment included saddlers, 
wool and basil workers, painters, and tailors. Employment was good 
for carpenters, bricklayers, plasterers, plumbers, engineering workers, 
coach painters, and waterside workers, and there was a scarcity of 
mechanics in the iron trades, and of women for domestic work. 


During the March quarter, 14,282 men and 1,023 women applied at 
the State Labour Exchanges for employment; 8,610 men and 2,700 
women were sought by employers through the agency of the 
Exchanges, and 8,180 men and 1,650 women were placed in positions. 
In the previous quarter 10,569 persons applied for employment, 10,443 
positions were made available, and 9,117 persons were placed in 
positions. 

Dislocations.—During the March quarter 43,252 employees were 
involved in industrial dislocations owing to disputes, and ‘the total 
loss amounted to 257,434 working days. In the previous quarter 
63,797 employees were involved, with the loss of 287,113 days. 


Changes in Wages.—There were increases in wages affected by Federal 
Awards during the March quarter, 1926.

No. 52,—_New South Wales Wheat Harvest, 1925-26. 

The results were compiled from returns which were made after the crops had beea harvested 

and depend upon statements furnished by each of 16,988 wheat-growers in the State. 
The area sown for grain was 2,928,790 acres, including 75,528 acres which failed entirely. 

The fed-off area 


The area sown for hay was 450,330 acres, including 6,123 acres which failed. 


was 277,820 acres, making a total of 8,656,940 acres sown with wheat. 
The grain harvested amounted to 11,271,670 bags, equivalent to 33,815,000 bushels, or 11‘5 


bushels per acre. 


The production of hay was 445,690 tons, or ‘93 tons per acre. 


29 


In January, from an estimate based on returns supplied by the individual growers, it was 
anticipated that the yield of grain would be 11,247,000 bags, equivalent to 33,741,000 bushels, or 
11°8 bushels per acre. 


This yield has been exceeded by 74,030 bushels. 


Increased yields, compared with the January estimate, were obtained in the Central Tableland, 
North-western Slope, Central-western, Central Plain, and Riverina, and dec:eases in the Coast, Northern 


Tableland, Southern Tableland, South-western Slope, North Central Pliin, 


and Western Division. 


These fluctuations are due partly to the uneven distribution of the rainfall during the season. 


Of the total area harvested for grain, exclusive of the 75,523 acres which failed entirely, 
81,242 acres were sown 0a new land; 1,464,685 acres on fallowed land, and the balance, 1,307,334 
acres, on stubble, the respective productions of grain per acre being 11°1 bushels; 13°5 bushels; and 


10°0 bushels. 


The advantages of fallowing are again shown by the results obtained during the past season. The 


buik of the area which failed entirely or was fed-off was stubble land. 


The figures disclose an 


appreciative increased yield per acre from fallowed land amounting to 35 per cent. over the stubble 


land.
